Body Was Cut in Two Except Few 


Shreds of Skin— Family is 


Grief Stricken. 


On the v ery ev e o f su ccess, when 
lie was 
beginning to see 
fo rtu ne 
ahead , after he had worked inces­ 
santly fo r 26 y ears and when he had 
p lanned to engage in bu siness fo r 
himself, Michael Glaska, fo rty -nine 
y ears old , o f West Second street, was 
almo st instantly killed in Ind ianap o lis 
last night, when he was stru ck by a 
Pennsy lv ania switch engine and al­ 
most cu t in two ex cep t fo r a few 
shred s o f skin. 
The accid ent hap ­ 
p ened in the Union d ep o t in the sight 
o f one hu nd red railro ad p assengers. 
Glaska was retu rning fro m Shelby - 
v ille, where he had been to rent a 
room to go into the cigar retailing 
and 
manu factu ring bu siness. 
The 
accid ent o ccu rred in the train shed s 
as p assengers were getting on and off 
trains, and a woman’s scream first 
attracted attentio n to the man u nd er 
the engine wheels. Althou gh Glaska’s 
bod y was cu t in two ex cep t fo r a few 
shred s o f skin on one sid e o f his left 
hip , he liv ed u ntil after being taken 
fro m u nd er the engine and sent to 
the city ho sp ital in Ind ianap o lis. He 
d ied as he was being taken into the 
o p erating room. 


Engineer 
Patterso n, 
who 
had 
charge of 
the engine which killed 
Glaska, d oes no t know how the man 
hap p ened to get in fro nt o f the en­ 
gine. 
The switch engine had p laced 
a co ach on track No. 3, near the 
bo ard ed cro ssings and the engine was 
p u lling off to allow p assengeis to 
mov e. 
Patterso n 
said 
he 
looked 
ahead and the track was clear. 
He 
glanced at his bo iler and then saw 
Glaska in the fro nt d riv e wheel. Be­ 
fo re he cou ld sto p the second d riv e 
wheel p assed ov er the man. 
When 
officers arriv ed fro m p olice statio n 
Glaska was held d own by the sand 
p ip e. 
This was remov ed and he was 
p laced on a stretcher. 
Fro m books and p ap ers in the in­ 
ju red man’s p o ckets, he was iclenii- 
fied as Michael Glaska o f this city . 
When it was fou nd that he was pro b ­ 
ably fro m Ru shv ille, James Geraghty . 
who fo rmerlv liv ed here, was called 


and assu red the p olice that it was 
Glaska. 
Geraghty immed iately no ti­ 
fied Mrs. George Wingerter here by 
telep hone abo u t ten o’clock. 
The mission o f Mrs. Wingerter to 
info rm the family of the sad news 
was more than Mrs. Wingerter cou ld 
d o. She started to a neighbor’s home 
to acq u aint them with the facts and 
get them if p o ssible to tell the family 
o f the d eath. 
She v isited the home 
o f Wiliam Brown, bu t neither 
Mr. 
no r 
Mrs. 
Brown, 
altho u gh 
good 
friend s o f the Glaska family , were 
willing to imp art the terrible newTs. 
The crowd grew larger and they went 
on d ow n to the home o f Ed Kelly and 
told them o f the accid ent. 
No member o f the 
Kelly 
family 
was willing to bear the 
bu rd en 
o f 
breaking the awfu l news to the fam­ 
ily . A large crowd o f p eop le co ngre­ 
gated in First street, as the tale o f 
the accid ent sp read . Althou gh ev ery 
one was a close friend o f the Glaska 
family ,, e^eli one hesitated and d id 
no t hav e the nerv e to break the news 
to them. Finally Miss Maria Cau ley 
co nsented to go on the terrible mis­ 
sion. 
She, backed by the immense 
crowd , knocked at the fro nt d o o r o f 
the Glaska home. 
“When I op ened the d o o r and saw 
that crowd there,” said Mrs. Glaska 
this mo rning,” I felt that something 
awfu l had hap p ened . I first tho u ght 
that something had hap p ened to my 
son Frank, as he had gone d own to 
the tractio n statio n to meet his fath­ 
er. 
I told them to fell me q u ick fo r 
I was p rep ared and I 
knew 
that 
something terrible 
had 
hap p ened . 
They told me that my hu sband had 
been killed in Ind ianap o lis and then 
it d awned on me that I was not p re­ 
p ared . 
It was an aw7fu l blow7 and I 
hav e no t 
fu lly 
reco v ered 
y et. 
I 
can’t y et realize that it is tru e bu t I 
gu ess it is.” 
All o f the members o f the family , 
inclu d ing the wife, the eight child ren 
and the o ther relativ es o f the fam­ 
ily who liv e there, were grief strikcn 
this morning. 
They p assed a sleep ­ 
less night and when the awfu lness o f 
the su d d en calamity , which had be­ 
fallen them, d awned u p on one o f the 
members o f the family , they wou ld 
su d d enly bu rst ou t cry ing. 
Micael Glaska was born in Ger­ 
many and came ov er to this co u ntry 
with his p arents when he was bu t 
sev en y ears old . 
The family , which 
inclu d ed one boy and two girls be­ 
sid es Michael, settled in 
Detro it, 
Mich.,where they sp ent sev eral y ears. 
Mr. Glaska came here and married

s s Anna Hart o v er twenty y ears 
ago. and the family has liv ed here 
since that time. 
The sad d est featu re o f the accid ent 
is the fact 
that 
Mr. 
Glaska 
had 
p lanned to go into the cigar bu siness 
with his son Frank as a p artner. Tie 
ju st resigned his p osition as a fo re­ 
man, o f the Wingerter cigar facto ry 
after working there fo r twenty -six 
y ears.

Bro oks and Miss Bertha Moore 
were enro u te to St. Pau l when they 
met Miller. 
Miller, it seems, was a 
rejected su ito r fo r the y ou ng lad y ’s 
hand and in a fit o f rage and frenzy 
at the sight o f the y ou ng 
lad y he 
lov ed in a rig with Brooks, Miller is 
charged with d eliberately d riv ing into 
them. 
Following this came the rep o rt that 
the accid ent o ccu rred when Brooks 
and Miller were 
racing 
d own the 
ro ad and Brooks was stand ing u p in 
his bu ggy . 
Miller had the swiftest 
ho rse, and it is said when Brooks 
fell in the rear he loosened his hold 
on the lines, and in so d oing he lost 
his balance and fell from the bu ggy . 
Any way , Brooks su stained a broken 
co llar bone. 
He filed the su it and it was in­ 
timated that Miss Moore was to ap ­ 
p ear to testify in behalf o f Brooks.

Acco rd ­ 
ing to the And ersonv ille Herald Mr. 
Gray is a rich man and the writer o f 
the my sterio u s letter mad e his threat 
becau se he believ ed 
that Mr. Wilk 
shou ld p atro nize a more need y man. 
It is said that Mr. Wilk has not 
heed ed the anony mou s letter. He be­ 
liev es that it is the work o f a cow­ 
ard and that the threat will no t be 
carried ou t. 
He.therefo re, will not 
change the location o f his machine as 
req u ested in the strange commu nica­ 
tion.

When Ru shv ille ex isted as a mere remembered as history 7, to giv e u nto 
v illage, su rro u nd ed by natu re’s q u in­ 
ine swamp s and marshes, when there 
were few homes to shed their warmth 


on the civ ilization o f the p rimev al 
fo rests, there was in embry o within 
the hearts and mind s o f her stu rd y 
citizens the d esire to grow, to flou r­ 
ish, to p ro sp er, and to become a me­ 
tro p o lis that wou ld be recognized no t 
only thro u gh 
the brilliancy o f her 
citizens, bu t thro u gh civ ic imp rov e­ 


ment. 
It is a p ecu liar, y et 
interesting 
fact, that it is within the mind s o f 
men that all imp ro v ement—p hy sical, 
mental and mo ral—first ex ists as a 
mere mental sp ectru m, becoming a 
theo ry and then a p ractice, and it is 
within the mind s o f men that these

From 
that time u ntil the p resent that bu ild ­ 


ing has been the home o f many o f 
Ru shv ille’s p ro minent bu siness firms. 
Pu gh Bro s, co nd u cted a general 
sto re in the lower floor, while the 
Od d Fellows, the first lod ge o rgan­ 
ized in Ru shv ille, occu p ied the second 
floor. 
The Od d Fellows 
bu ilt the 
stru ctu re which is now their home 
in 18 5 2, after the co nflagratio n o f 
what was known as the “Old Po sey 
Hou se.” This act sp lit the lod ge fo r 
the reaso n that a great many mem­ 
bers 
believ ed 
that a three sto ry 
bu ild ing wou ld be too far in ad v ance 
o f the times. 
Wolfe & Sneed cond u cted a sto re 
in the tenement 
fo r many y ears. 
Reu ben D. Mau zy , father o f Harv ey 
and Zarah, who are well known to 
the p resent generatio n, was a d is­ 
p enser o f d ry good s in the blo ck fo r 
a few y ears. 
The firm later became 
Mau zy & Street, 
and 
after 
that 
Mau zy & Wilson, the newly acq u ired 


p artner being 
the father o f Mrs. 
Peter Mau zy . 
Jo el Wolfe and his 
son Ed ward were in bu siness in the 
ed ifice fo r a few y ears after the war, 
a war in which bo th members o f the 
firm were q u ite activ e. 
Tingley Bro s, sold sho es in the 
bu ild ing fo r many y ears. 
Zarah 
Mau zy co nd u cted a shoe sto re fo r 
q u ite a while in the bu siness block, 
taking into p artnership a little later 
Ralp h Pay ne, who is now in the 
Peop les Natio nal Bank, and later 
they sold ou t to Casad y & Cox , who 
occu p ied the old land mark u ntil re­ 
cently . 
The block, which is known to d ay 
as the Helm bu ild ing, bu t which is 
owned 
by 
the 
Cu tter 
bro thers, 
nep hews o f William Helm, was as far 
as can be learned , reared by James 
and William Hibben in 18 48 . Hibben 
Bros, co nd u cted a general sto re in 
their new home. 
On the d eath o f 


William Hibben, William Flinn, father 
o f A. B. Flinn, was taken into p art­ 
nership . 
A “whiskey sho p ” was cond u cted 
in the tenement d u ring the civ il war, 
which as far as old resid ents remem­ 
ber, was a v ery thriv ing enterp rise. 
James Glore was once the p ro p rieto r 
o f a restau rant 
in the stru ctu re. 
Do ra Abercrombie co nd u cted a tailo r 
sho p fo f many su mmers in the ed i­ 
fice. 
Ilis tailo r sho p was known as 
the hau nt and snu ggery o f many old 
bachelo rs, among whom were Wm. 
Chu rchill, Col Hild reth and Mr. Aber­ 
crombie himself. 
Megee Bros, were 
gro cery merchants in the Hibben 
block fo r a nu mber o f y ears. 
Jo hu 
Rea d ie owned a gro cery there fo r 
q u ite a d u ratio n o f time, and finally 
d isp o sed o f his sto ck to A. L. Ald ­ 
rid ge, who has been well established 
there u ntil recently . 
Tho u sand s o f p eop le hav e cro ssed 


the thresho ld o f the two bu ild ings 
which will soon p ass into obliv ion. 
Hu nd red s o f 
tho u sand s 
o f d o llars 
hav e p assed o v er co u nters co ntained 
within the bu ild ings, bu t soon the 
bu ild ings themselv es will 
p erish in 
the flood o f y ears, which are bringing 
Ru shv ille into greater and greater 
p rominence, and which are making 
this city march alo ng with the tre­ 
mend ou s p ro gress o f the wo rld —■ 
p hy sical, mental and moral. 
Bu t why ? Ev o lu tio n o r d eterio ra­ 
tion mu st bu ild o r eat a natio n, 
a 
State, a city o r an ind iv id u al. The 
Ru shv ille Natio nal Bank and Cutter 
bro thers hav e ex p ressed themselv es 
in fav o r o f ev olu tion by p rep aring 
to 
erect two ed ifices on the gro u nd no w 
occu p ied by the seco nd and third 
o ld est business blocks in the city , 
ed ifices which will Re a credit to o ur 
city and will well make up the lo ss o f 
the two old histo ric la ndma rks.

Contracts Between Certain Lawyers in 


Oklahoma and the Indians Involving 


Millions in Legal Fees Are Held Up 


in a Bill Before Congress, and Mr. 


Gore Charges That Big Money W as 


Offered Him For H is Assistance in 


Killing Proposed Legislation. 


W ashing to n, Ju ne 25.—Tho mas P. 
Go re the blind senato r fro m Ok laho ­ 
ma, startled the senate late y ester­ 
day afterno o n by declaring th at $25,- 
000, with the su g g estio n o f an increase 
to $50,000, had been o ffered him in an 
effo rt to g et his assistance in k illing 
a bill pending befo re co ng ress affect­ 
ing co ntracts between certain atto r­ 
ney s in Ok laho ma and the Cho ctaw 
and Chick ashaw Indians. He said that 
mo re than 
$3,000,000 in leg al fees 
were inv o lv ed in these co ntracts and 
that this am o u nt wo u ld be lo st to the 
atto rney s if the leg islatio n which he 


wj s in h e rin g was passed. 
The -cnate was deeply stirred anil 
Go re adik d to the sensatio n a minu te 
later by declaring that the man who 
attem pted to bribe him had said that 
a United States senato r and a repre­ 
sentativ e in co ng ress are interested 
in these co ntracts. He d.d no t disclo se 
these men, bu t he indicated that he 
ho ped 
an 
inv estig atio n 
wo u ld 
be 
started, and said he wo u ld be willing 
to g iv e the info rmatio n at the pro per 
time. 
He charg ed fu rther that a fo r­ 
m er senato r fro m Kansas and a fo rmer 
senato r 
fro m 
N ebrask a 
hav e 
been 
wo rk ing to k ill the threatened m eas­ 
u re. 
Mr. Go re went c.i to say th at Law­ 
y er McMu rray had pro cu red indiv id­ 
u al co ntracts—so me 10,000 o f them — 
representing mo re than 20,000 Indians, 
adu lts and mino rs. 
These co ntracts, 
he said, will net a fee o f mo re than 
$3,000,000 to the atto rney s, which will 
mean a lo ss o f that amo u nt to the 
Indians. 
Go re's charg es befo re the senate 
may resu lt in an o fficial inv estig atio n 
Senato r Bailey su g g ested o n the flo o r 
o f the senate that Senato r Go re o wed 
Jt to himself and to the senate to dis­ 
clo se the name o f the m em ber who 
was mentio ned in co nnectio n with the 
co ntracts. 
A reso lu tio n may be intro ­ 
du ced calling o n the ju diciary co mmit­ 
tee to inv estig ate the charg es and re­ 
po rt to the senate. 
A sing le o bjectio n 
will thro w su ch a mo tio n o u t fo r o ne 
day , which will mean that the su bject 
co u ld no t be bro u g ht u p at this sessio n 
as all arrang em ents hav e been made 
to adjo u rn to day . 
If no o bjectio n is 
made su ch a mo tio n co u ld be carried 
thro u g h, ho wev er.

Io n this is o ne o f the big g est steals 
that has been attem pted to be pu t 
thro u g h the co ng ress o f this co u ntry 
The g entleman who has been try ing 
to lo bby this bill thro u g h all y ear—’ 
“ Who was he?” ask ed sev eral v o ices 
“McMu rray ,” replied Mu rphy , “and 
he was ably assisted by Cecil Ly o n in 
this lo bby .” 
Cecil Ly o n is Repu blican natio nal 
co mmitteeman fro m Tex as. 
The law firm referred to by Go re is 
Mansfield, 
McMu rray 
& 
Co rnish. 
These atto rney s, Go re said, had en­ 
tered into co ntracts with a m ajo rity o f 
the Indians o f the two tribes in reg ard 
to the sale o f co al lands. 
These co n­ 
tracts, it ws.s said, hav e to do merely 
with the law firm acting as co u nsel fo r 
the Indians in the sale o f the lands. 
Senato r Go re charg es that the lawy ers’ 
fees were at least $3,000,000. Mr. Go re 
charg ed that McMu rray was the activ e 
m em ber o f the firm, who was in W ash 
ing to n lo o k ing o u t fo r leg islatio n. 
He 
said the man who appro ached Him 
with the $25,000 o ffer was McMu rray ’s 
representativ e. 
It was to prev ent this u nnecessary 
lo ss o f mo ney to the Indians, as Go re 
v iews it, that he intro du ced an am end­ 
m ent to the g eneral defieciency bill 
pro v iding 
that 
indiv idu al 
co ntracts 
with Indians wo u ld no t be v alid till 
appro v ed by co ng ress. 
The am end­ 
m ent was thro wn aside and a su bsti­ 
tu te ado pted which Go re say s will v ali­ 
date the co ntracts instead o f pu tting 
an o bstacle in their way .

o f a prank play ed o n them by a cro wd 
o f bo y s in the railro ad y ard in Bu ffalo 
o n Tu esday . 
The little g irls, Maria Mo nia and 
Nu ncia Difu lto , were missed last Tu es­ 
day afterno o n. 
They bo th liv e at 21 
Indiana street, Bu ffalo , and o n the day 
o f their disappearance they went to 
play in Co lu mbia street, n ea r the Lack : 
aw anna y ards. 
When tney did no t re­ 
tu rn and a search in Bu ffalo bo re no 
resu lts, it was su spected th at they 
m ig ht hav e climbed into an empty car 
and been switched away . 
The special 
o fficers o f the Lack aw anna m ade a 
search and finally learned the tru th 
fro m so me bo y s who are accu sto med 
to play ing in the y ards. The bo y s said 
they had seen the g irls in Co lu mbia 
street and intending to play a jo k e o n 
them and frig hten them a little, to ld 
them there were bananas in an empty 
refrig erato r car and indu ced them to 
enter the car. W hen they were inside 
the bo y s slammed the heav y do o r to . 
They waited aro u nd a little while, lis­ 
tening to the g irls’ frig htened cries 
and their ineffectu al effo rts to ro ll 
back the heav y do o r, and then ran 
away . The bo y s also tried to o pen the 
do o r, bu t there was a snaplo ck o n it 
and they co u ld no t manag e it. 
The bo y s co u ld no t rem em ber the 
nu m ber o f the car, and the search o f 
all the empties was u nav ailing . 
As a 
m atter o f fact, the car co ntaining the 
little g irls had been pu t in a train o f 
twenty -fiv e o ther empties and started 
o n its jo u rney befo re the o fficers o b­ 
tained the statem ent. 
The chief spe­ 
cial ag ent o f the Lack aw anna immedi­ 
ately teleg raphed to the chief o f the 
Lack awanna special po lice in Ho bo k en 
to search ev ery empty car that came 
into the y ards, and fo r sev eral day s ail 
cars hav e been o pened befo re they 
w ere sent o u t. 
While g o ing thro u g h a train o f em p­ 
ties Y ardm aster Du tto n came u po n the 
g irls in refrig erato r car No . 6 9 8 6 . They 
were u nco nscio u s, hu ddled to g ether in 
a co rner, their bo dies and fro ck s black 
with the dirt o f the lo ng , jo lting jo u r­ 
ney . 
The y ardm aster tho u g ht they 
were dead. Du tto n ru shed them to the 
Lack awanna railro ad Y. M. C. A. head­ 
qu arters and a do cto r was called. After 
he had wo rk ed o v er them fo r nearly 
two ho u rs he bro u g ht them to . 
The little g irls co u ld scarcely speak 
and fo r a lo ng time after they were 
resto red to 
co nscio u sness 
appeared 
dazed. 
A little bro th was first g iv en 
them and then they g o t a bath and 
clean clo thes. 
After that they rev iv ed 
and v erified the sto ry o f the bo y s pu sh 
ing them into the car.

He has submitted the pro po ­ 
sitio n to Atto rney General Bingham 
fo r an o pinio n as to ho w fa r the 
S tate Bo ard o f Health may acco m­ 
plish its purpo se. 
The 
State 
health 
co mmissio ner 
says the large number o f men who go 
to Indianapo lis 
fro m dry territo ry 
and return to their ho mes, especially 
o n Saturday night, in a drunken co n­ 
ditio n, co nstitutes a nuisance fro m 
the health standpo int. He says o wing 
to the acts o f these men, acco rding 
to co mplaints which reach the State 
bo ard, traveling in so me instances is 
rendered no t o nly unpleasant, but al­ 
so unsanitary. 
“No 
understanding 
has 
been 
reached with the tractio n o r railway 
lines as yet,” says Dr. Hurty. “There 
has been so me co rrespo ndence, but 
no thing definite acco mplished. While 
I believe there is no do ubt that the 
railway co mpanies have a right to 
prevent drunken men fro m riding, I 
understand they are so metimes rath ­ 
er fearful o f enfo rcing their right, 


because they must be sure o f the fact 


that the man refused is drunken o r

1 
Indianapolis, Ju ne 25.— The sequel 
to the little comedy of elimination 
play ed at the Indiana Democratic state 
conv ention has ju st been enacted in 
the Democratic state conv ention of 
Ohio.

It was one mov e 
in the Harmon game to keep Marshall 
away from the Jefferson Day banq u et 
of national Democratic statesmen at 
Washington. 
So that was done, with 
the assistance of Senator Shiv ely and 
the Democratic Indiana committee. 
It 
’was part of the Harmon game to keep 
Indiana Democrats from comi fitting 
themselv es to Marshall for president. 
So Senator Shiv ely and the Taggart- 
ized committee, u nder Stokes Jackson, 
saw to it that Marshall was ignored as 
a national q u antity .

immediately . 
Comply ing with the de­ 
partment ru le, the local postoffice will 
stamp all mail receiv ed for the con­ 
cern as frau du lent, and will retu rn it 
to the writers as the statu te directs. 
The Cora B. Miller company has 
been credited with being one of the 
greatest money -making concerns in 
Kokomo. 
It is u nderstood that the 
gross earnings of the company hav e 
been approx imately $150,000 a y ear for 
sev eral y ears. The company employ ed 
100 stenographers at a pay -roll of $20,- 
000 a y ear, and bou ght abou t $25,000 
worth of stamps annu ally . 
It was 
largely throu gh 
this that the local 
postoffice was raised to first class. Th^ 
adv ertising 
bills 
of 
the 
concern 
amou nted, it is u nderstood, to $6 0,000 
a y ear. 
The establishment shu t u p shop im­ 
mediately on receiv ing notice that the 
frau d order hgd been issu ed. 
The 
Cora B. Miller company was fou nded 
twelv e y ears ago by F. M. Miller of 
this city . 
He got u p a preparation for 
diseases of women, and sold it throu gh 
mail orders. Starting on a small scale 
the bu siness has prospered so steadily 
and to su ch an ex tent, that Mr. Miller 
is regarded as one of the richest men 
in Kokomo. 
A gov ernment inv estigation of the 
company ’s adv ertising matter began 
abou t six months ago. The complaint 
arose from the fact that some of the 
adv ertising matter represented that 
the company 's preparation wou ld cu re 
certain diseases commonly regarded 
as incu rable. 
Another complaint was 
that Cora B. Miller was not the de 
facto head of the concern, and had 
nev er at any time had su perv ision of 
any case for which remedies were 
sou ght. It was on these two points, it 
is u nderstood, that the frau d order was 
based.

1 lie suit was bro ught 
against Ho ltselaw as a 
matter o f 
co nv enience, 
altho ugh the 
decisio n 
wo uld affect o thers who held the o f­ 
fice o f co unty treasurer. 
The suit 
was to reco v er 2 per cent, which was 
charged by the co unty treasurer fo r 
co llectio n-o f the co rpo ratio n tax es o f 
Knightsto wn, this being claimed to 
be illegal 
by the 
co rpo ratio n 
o f 
Knightsto wn. 
The case was o riginally tried in the 
Hanco ck circuit co urt, where the v er­ 
dict fav o red the to wn. 
An appeal 
was then 
takeir 
to the 
Appellate 
co urt. 
The decisio n is such that o th­ 
er to wns o f the co unty , ex cept tho se 
which refused to pay the 2 per cent 
co mmissio n, can reco v er if they are 
inclined to do so . 
The decisio n was handed do wn by 
J udge Rabb and is as fo llo ws: 
(1) 
A co unty treasurer and audito r are 
neither o f them entitled to 
receiv e 
pay ment fo r serv ices, as such, in the 
co llectio n o f the tax es o f an inco r­ 
po rated to wn (164 Ind. 69 0 fo llo w­ 
ed). 
(2) 
Where a co unty warrant 
fo r two per cent o f the to wn tax es is­ 
sued in fav o r o f the treasurer o f the 
to wn was by him deliv ered back to 
the co unty audito r, and the co unty 
treasurer paid such audito r the mo n­ 
ey due thereo n, which the audito r 
then shared with such co unty treas- 
erer. the sureties o n the co unty treas­ 
urer’s bo nd are liabele to the to wn 
fo r the entire amo unt o f such 2 per 
cent o n acco unt o f its wro ngful pay ­ 
ments tq « v perso n hav ing no autho ri­ 
ty to receiv e it. 
(3) 
A public o fficer 
is bo ttnd to Kno w the law under which 
he pay s o ut public mo ney . 
(4 ) 
The 
treasurer af a to wn has no autho rity
